Raker sees chance for Mideast peac 


Earlier, in Damascus, a senior U.S. official 
said Syria was considering “genuine peace” 
with Israel rather than simply a cessation of 
armed conflict. 

“The Syrians told us they have changed their 
position,” said the official, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Baker and Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 
Sharaa confirmed that dozens of Scud-C mis- 
siles and missile launchers, capable of reaching 
all of Israel, had been delivered to Syria. 

Other sources said Wednesday in Jerusalem 
the weapons had arrived from North Korea and 
may be capable of carrying chemical weapons. 

Sharaa said Syria was still in a state of war 


with Israel. 

On the long detention in Lebanon of six 
American hostages by the fundamentalist 
Hezbollah group, Sharaa said that Syria 
would exert maximum effort to secure their 
release. 

Baker said he had “sensed a very serious 
intent on the part of the Syrian government 
to pursue an active peace process.” 

Baker said he had detected an attitude in 
Israel that the allied victory over Iraq 
opened “a window of opportunity,” to move 
ahead on the basis of two U.N. resolutions 
adopted at the end of the 1967 and 1978 
Mideast wars.

comes home 
after exile 
of 7 months

KUWAIT CITY — Kuwait’s ruler 
flew home Thursday after seven 
months in exile and kissed the ground 
of his  once-prosperous _ nation, 
wrecked by Iraq in his absence. 

It was a relatively low-key home- 
coming for the emir, Sheik Jaber al- 
Ahmed al-Sabah. Only about 5,000 
people turned out to welcome him, 
and there was a minimum of cere- 
mony. He has been criticized by some 
Kuwaitis for waiting so long to re- 
turn. 

“Thank God that our country and 
our land now belong to the Kuwaitis,” 
Sheik Jaber said after arriving at his 
temporary home in a Kuwait City 
suburb, where he was cheered by a 
small, flag-waving crowd. 

He also thanked the countries that 
helped drive Iraqi troops out of 
Kuwait, including Saudi Arabia, 
Egypt, Syria and “friendly countries 
led by the United States.” 

“T hope that God will help us rebuild 
our country after what the Iraqis de- 
stroyed,” he said. 

The 64-year-old monarch, one of 
the world’s wealthiest and oft-mar- 
ried men, arrived from Saudi Arabia 
on a Kuwait Airways jet named Bu- 
biyan. It was named after the Kuwaiti 
island that Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein had demanded before his 
Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait. 

As Sheik Jaber emerged from the 
blue and white jet, he stood on the top 
of the stairs with his hands over his 
eyes. Some observers thought they 
saw tears. 

When he stepped onto Kuwaiti soil, 
the emir knelt and kissed the ground. 

Cabinet members, diplomats and 
friends applauded when the emir ap- 
peared, and mobbed him as he walked 
toward a VIP tent near the airport.

Tt was the first time the POWs had 


spoken publicly about the details of

Chief Warrant Officer Guy L.

6 men convicted for IRA bombings freed 


LONDON — Six angry men walked free Thursday after 16 years in prison 
when the Court of Appeal reversed their convictions for the Irish Republican 
Army’s deadliest bomb attack. 

“Sixteen years because of hypocrisy, brutality. But every dog has its day 
and we are going to have ours!” proclaimed one of the so-called Birmingham 
Six, Richard MclIlkenny, as he emerged from the Old Bailey court. 

“Justice! I don’t think the people in there have got the intelligence nor the 
honesty to spell the word, never mind dispense it!” shouted another, Patrick 
Hill. “They’re rotten!” 

Lord Justice Lloyd told the defendants, each convicted on 21 counts of 
murder in the 1974 bombings of two pubs in Birmingham, that they were being 
freed “in the light of fresh evidence.” 

Stung by the collapse of a third major IRA prosecution from the 1970s, 
Home Secretary Kenneth Baker quickly announced the appointment of a 
Royal Commission to review the criminal justice system from top to bottom, 
“to minimize as far as possible the likelihood of such events happening again.” 

The six, ranging in age from 44 to 60, four of them now completely gray- 
haired, appeared in court in dark, conservative suits. Lloyd said the court 
would spell out its reasons for the reversal later. 

Four of the six had confessed, but maintained they did so only after being 
beaten. 


LDS missionary shot and killed in Peru 


SALT LAKE CITY — A missionary of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints serving in his native country of Peru was shot and killed on 
March 6, the LDS Church said Thursday. 

Elder Oscar Zapata, 20, of Piura, Peru, was shot soon after getting off a bus 
in the mountain town of Tarma. 

Local police said Zapata was with a missionary companion at the time, but 
no one saw where the shot came from, the Church said in a news release. Police 
have been questioning nearby residents. 

Zapata had been serving in the Peru Lima Hast Mission for two weeks at the 
time of his death. 

“It was a pretty remote area. Until we got some definitive facts, we didn’t 
release it,” said Don LeFevre, Church spokesman. 

The shooting incident was the third in the past two years involving mission- 
aries for the Church which maintains a full-time missionary force of more than 
40,000. Zapata was the fifth to die. 


Hostages in Lebanon may soon be freed 


WASHINGTON — As Terry Anderson ends his sixth year in captivity, his 
friends and family mounted a lobbying campaign on Capitol Hill on Thursday, 
their hopes buoyed by fresh diplomatic signs that he and other hostages in 
Lebanon may soon be freed. 

“The news from the Middle East is great,” said Peggy Say, Anderson’s 
sister who has helped organize the lobbying effort and a ceremony on Friday to 
honor Anderson, 43, the chief Middle East correspondent for The Associated 
Press. 

“We know this is our last ceremony. That’s why we planned it that way,” she 
said. 

Say’s positive feelings stemmed from reports from Syria, where Secretary 
of State James A. Baker III raised the issue of the six American hostages with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad and members of his inner circle. 

Asked if there has been any progress on the hostages, Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk al-Sharaa responded: “We have the feeling that the hostage 
issue has to be resolved.” The Syrians would exert “maximum effort” to help 
win the hostages’ release, he said. 


Animal trainer killed in elephant fight 


SAN DIEGO — A veteran animal trainer was killed Thursday while trying 
to break up a fight between two elephants at the San Diego Wild Animal Park. 

Pamela C. Orsi, 27, suffered fatal head injuries. She was the first keeper 
killed by an animal at the park affiliated with the San Diego Zoo, spokesman 
Jeff Jouett said. 

“She apparently stepped in to break up a fight,” Jouett said. 

“Fights are a fairly frequent part of elephant life. They fight to establish 
position in the pecking order of the herd.” 

Another keeper heard the loud commotion of the two Asian elephants 
fighting, went to investigate and found Orsi on the ground, he said. 

“We don’t know exactly how that happened, whether it was a trunk, foot or 
leg from the elephant that caused the injuries,” Jouett said.

Baker trip may mend U.S., Soviet ties 


MOSCOW — Soviet leaders will seek to strengthen a fragile superpower 
relationship in their talks with U.S. Secretary of State James Baker, a Soviet 
analyst said Thursday. 

“Considerable political and diplomatic efforts will be needed to strengthen 
the present level of Soviet-American relations,” said Pavel Vasiliyev, a Tass 
news agency commentator. 

While generally praising the cooperation built by the United States and the 
Soviet Union during the Persian Gulf War, Soviet foreign policy experts 
believe superpower ties are not as strong as they were six months ago. 

Last month, President Mikhail Gorbachev described the relationship as 
“very fragile,” and warned that responsible actions were needed to avoid 
destroying what had been achieved. After Iraq invaded Kuwait on Aug. 2, 
Washington and Moscow displayed an unprecedented level of cooperation in 
condemning Saddam Hussein’s actions. But by the time U.S.-led forces began 
the ground war against Iraq, the Kremlin’s support for the war had cooled.

ize all the things you can’t do until 
your abilities are limited,” Jones said.

A Provo ophthalmologist pleaded guilty during 
4th District Court proceedings Friday to five 
counts of acquiring controlled substances by fraud.

Dr. Paul F. Olson, 40, of Provo, pleaded guilty to 
third-degree felony charges for supposedly writing 
prescriptions for patients and then picking them up 
for his personal use. 

According to court records, the violation occured 
June 3, 1990. The prescriptions were written to 
obtain Halcion and Lortab 7.
